Even though he has some angling talent, that's likely not going to happen, Fleming said. 

"I’m not interested in switching positions with him. I have no aspirations of being governor."

‘‘We just get an incredible impact out of this,” Keith Burdette, West Virginia's secretary of commerce, told The 
Exponent Telegram s Jeremiah Shelor in an interview this week. “I can’t imagine a more spectacular place for a 
FUA golf event than The Greenbrier and everything that comes with it. 

“You would typically pay somewhere between $100,000 and $300,000 for a 30-second spot on CBS during The
